probability file this week in N ebraska 
fur the Democratic presidential nom i­ 
nation. 
Hitchcock wiil put his name, 
I it is learned, a t the direct request of 
I at lea<t two members of the Cabinet, 
| in order to give strength to a Ilitch- 
! cock slate of delegates th a t will go 
into the prim aries against the Bryan 
delegates. 
B ryan’s name will not appear 
on 
j the adm inistration slate either as a 
district delegate or delegate at large. 
If there is no hitch in the adm inistra­ 
tion’s plans, the Commoner will 
be 
compelled to resort to the press table 
for a vantage point from which

view the convention proceedings. 
The strateg y here outlined is sub­ 
ject to change should a truce be ef­ 
fected between Bryan and the polit­ 
ical generals of the Wilson adm ini­ 
stration.
